parts wherever international treaties exist, respecting literary and artistic 
Property. sae 

The Act of the society explains the end and attributes of the association. 

The rights of authors result: first, from Article 3 of the law of the 13th 
of January, 1791, which is thus expressed :—‘ The works of living authors 
cannot be performed on any public theatre in France, without the formal and 
written cousent of the author, under pain of confiscation of the whole product 
of the receipts.” Secondly, the enjoyment of the proceeds granted to the wife 
and children of the dramatic author, has been limited to :-n years by the law 
ot the 13th of Jannary, 1791, and the 19th of July, 1793, and to twenty years, 
by the law of the 3d of August, 1844. Thirdly, The rights of the heirs of 
dead authors are regulated by the law of the 8th of April, 1854, which is 
thus conceived: “The widows of authors, composers, and artists, shall enjoy 
during their lives the rights guaranteed to them by the laws of the 13th of 
January, 1791, the 19th of July, 1793, the decrees of the 5th of February, 
1810, and the law of the 13th of August, 1844, and all other laws and decrees 
upon that matter. : 

The enjoyment of profits accorded to children by these same laws and 
decrees is extended to thirty years, dating either from the death of the author 
or composer or from the extinction of the rights of his widow. 

The payment of authors and dramatic composers is fixed in Paris upon 
the following scale ;— 

At the Thédtre Frangais— 

Works containing 4 or 5 acts, one-twelfth of the net receipts. 


“a = 3 acts, one-sixteenth of ditto. 
a 4 2 acts, one-eighteenth of ditto. 
“ “ 


1 act, one twenty-fourth ditto. 
At the Opera, for great works— 
500 franes per night for the first forty representations. 
200 francs per night after the fortieth representation. 
At the Opéra Comique— 
Fourteen and a half per cent. upon the receipts. 
Eight and a half per cent. 
Six and a half per cent. 
Six per cent; according to the number of acts. 
At the Vaudeville Theatres— 
Twelve per cent. upon the receipts per night. 
At the Dramatic Theatres. 
Ten per cent. upon the receipts per night. 


These facts and figures will serve to give some explanation of the 
fact that, whilst French authors become men of large means, their Eng- 
lish brethren cun scarcely pick up a living by writing for the stage ; and 
also how it is that, whilst origina! pieces are produced annually in Paris 
by hundreds, translations abound upon our stage, and nothing is rarer 
than a piece of genuine English manufacture. But before a state of 
things can be established in England similar to that which exists in 
France, a great battle must be fought and a great victory won. The 
Dramatic Authors’ Society must, moreover, be thoroughly remodelled, 
for as it at present stands we believe it to be quite unable to struggle 
successfully against the managers. One great obstacle to their doing so 
is to be found in the fact, that it numbers among its members, as dra- 
matic authors, managers of theatres themselves; and that the committee 
conceives it to be consistent with its duty to take cognisance of the 
rights of those members as managers as well as dramatic authors. One 
great reason for refusing to interfere between Mr. G. Lewis and Mr. 
Charles Mathews, in the “Game of Speculation” case was, that they 
were both members of the society. But the defendant was not a mem- 
ber guoad manager, but guoad dramatist, and as dramatist his interest 
was identical with that of Mr. Lewis. 
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FICTION CRUSHING.

No! Duncan of Scotland would have been safe in my best bed-room, 
(it is the only spare room in the house.) in spite of all that Mrs. Smith 
(the wife of my bosom) could have urged to the contrary; and yetI feel 
all the confusion of mind and perplexity of purpose, which led the am- 
bitivus thane to believe, “that nothing is, but what is not!” What 
may be the exact meaning of this expression I have never seen explained 
by any commentator ; and therefore conclude that the impenetrable ob- 
scurity of the sentence was meant to illustrate the chaotic helplessness 
of Macbeth’s mind. ' 

The art of the divine Williams was admirably shown in this bewil- 
dered presentment of a feeble-minded individual, who had a dreadful 
tartar of a wife; and who, all of a sudden, finds an unaccountable pro- 
pensity to cut his benefactor’s throat. He had no such wish previous to 
the interview with the hideous Sisters; but in a moment, all the land- 
marks of his previous life were thrown down by that frightful prophecy 
of the witches—all his loyalty to the gracious monarch—all his kindness 
to his trusted friend—all his reliance on the feminine tenderness of his 
wife—all his sweet sleeps and joyous wakings—all his self-respect and 





sinless ambition te excel and be promoted—all these had disappeared ; 
there was nothing left by which to recognise his existence, to unite his 
past with his tuture; he could trust no man’s evidence, not even the 
witness of his own eyes and ears—and therefore he said, “ All isn’t, all 
is! all is, all isn’t! ” 

Now this is what Shakespeare makes a general, an earl, a& murderer, 
a king, a tyrant, and hen-pecked husband do; and it is strange that 
circumstances, perfectly ditferent from Macbeth’s, have produced the 
same effect on me; who am neither a general, nor an ear), nor a mur- 
derer, nor a king, nor a tyrant, nor even, exceptin a very modified de- 
gree—any thing else by which the Scotchman was distinguished from 
other men. I do not wear a kilt, nor a feather in my bonnet as large as 
the central ornament of an alderman’s hearse. In fact, I live at Clap- 
ham, and go every day by an omnibus into the City, transacting my 
business to the best ot my ability (my address is at the printers of this 
publication) ; and at four return to a nice little dinner—an honr or two 
of music (Lucy certainly has a charming voice), a hot cup of tea, and 
then children being in bed, feet on fender, lamp on small table at the left- 
hand, don’t I enjoy my book? my novel? my biography? my voyages 
and travels? my history and antiquities ?—while lady Macbeth mends 
the baby’s frocks, knits me a new purse, adds up the household accounts, 
or reads—(she is a very little woman, and nobody would take her, even 
now, for more than nineteen)—the description of Dora in David Cop- 
pertield, for at least the hundredth time. _ That's how i live—or lived, I 
ought to say,—for that’s one of the “ises” which “isn’t.” No! I have 
shut up my book shelves; I have sent home a barrowful of volumes to 
Mudie: I have taken to drinking in despair, and have serious thoughts of 
giving Mrs. S. a black eye. They would only fine me_ thirty shillings, 
or give me a fortnight of the mill if I trampled her nearly to death ; and 
would probably let me off for half-a-crown, for a mere poke in the organ 
of vision. But why should I do this? Why, to show my courage 
in the first place, and, in the next place, to show beyond cavil and dis- 
pute that I am a changed man; that I am not what I was; that I live 
in a confusion of tenses distracting to a grammarian, and that all isn’t, 
nothing is ? ‘ 

This is how the metamorphosis came to pass. On the "bus for many 
consecutive mornings I sat next a man who lived in the other half of my 
Semi-detached, a good-looking man enough, but with very broad cheek 
bones, light gray shiny eyes, yellow disordered hair, and lips that 
clutched together with a snap when he had made an observation, like 
the spring of a mantrap. But they were always valuable observations, 
and well worth holding fast. No nonsense, no joke, no trivolity; all 
solid heaps of truth and great crude forms of fact; none of your mould- 
ings and ornaments, and flexibility of shape. A thing was a thing, and 
nothing else. Vesuvius was an elevation of the ground near Naples, 
which occasionally gave forth smoke, and fire, and lava; but as to the 
beauty of its lurid flame reflected in the bay ; as to its effect in brilliant 
sunshine; as toits ghost-like appearance when the moon held high court 
in heaven—bah! nobody ever thought of sunshine, or moonlight, or 
blue deep waves curling up and along golden sand who listened to Mr. 
M‘Ritchie. I doubt whether these natural phenomena would have had 
the courage to exhibit themselves in his presence ; so no wonder nobody 
spuke of them. We spoke of corn and tallow, of lead and guano; and 
the curious thing was, that he was a perfect miracle of information, 
There was not a spot on the face of the earth he did not know the shape 
of, and the size of its market, and the whole of its history, and what was 
the rate of exchange established in its bourse. In short he was Haydn’s 
Dates, and Maunder’s Treasury of Knowledge, and Murray’s Guide 
Books, and M‘Culloch’s Dictionary, all in one. And I—only think of the 
difference—knew the hero of every novel for twenty years, believed in 
Gulliver’s Travels, and could say the Arabian Nights by heart. Of 
course being so entirely opposite we took a fancy to each other. I asked 
him to tea. ; 

My domestic peace was gone from that hour! The wife I was so 
fond of, My Dora, my tiddly toddly, my wippity pippity, she never cared 
for me any more! All my little enjoyments, my dips into Shakespeare, 
my flights with Peter Wilkins, my courtships with the glums and glow- 
ries, she hated and despised. She cared for facts, facts only ; the broader, 
the bolder, the stupider the better. And there—opposite that fairy 
creature—sat the gaunt form of M‘Ritchie, ejecting huge, deformed, re- 
pulsive, coagulated realities, with the furce and pertinacity of a twenty- 
four pounder, and shutting his mouth after the operation with the slam 
of a prison door. Sherespected the wretch! he was so exact, so reliable, 
and knew so much! Did I say he wasa Scotchman? But if you had 
heard him cough, you would have known that those lungs had been 
filled with mountain winds and alcohol from their earliest years. His 
breath was Scotch, his walk was Scotch. He would have done for sen- 
try at a tobacconist’s shop; his language was strong, firm, grammatical, 
trenchant, and to the point; but with atone; with a pragmatical con- 
ceit; with a pitiless precision, and regardlessness of other people’s 
thoughts and feelings—ugh ! I think I hear still the remorseless “] big 
yer par-r-don” with which he solemnly prefaced his demolition of all 
your statements and rectification of all your errors; your favorite state- 
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ments, your fondly cherished errors!) What was to bedone? The man 
\ Your statements were evidently unfounded, your 
errors ridiculously clear. You had made them for twenty years, you 
had believed in them from childhood. But, he wouldn't let you quote 
from the poets any thing whatever that wasn’t as true and undeniable as 
the income-tax. If you said Henry the Fifth was a gallant fellow who 
talked of taking Prester John by the beard, M‘Ritchie rolled the vast 
denial in his jaws, and propelled it with the vigor of @ catapult, “I big 
yer par-r-don, Henry the Fitt was wrang: there niver was a Prester 
John ;” and when the big lips jerked themselves together again with a 
triumphant crack, you feli that Prester Jolin, beard and all, was buried 
in that impenetrable grave, never to rise again, 

Why should I go through the miserable list of all the cherished be- 
liefs he scattered itito air? Did Remus never jump over a wall? Did 
Curtius never leap into a gulf? nor Mademoiselle Rachel never blow up 
that bandy-legged little Horatius in the colorless kilt? The Sabines:—- 
was there no forcible abduction to Gretna Green? Regulus :—was there 
no surrender on his own recognisance? And farther down in history, 
was there no Rosamond’s Bower? No generous St. Pierre and the citi- 
zens of Calais receiving their pardon from the harsh-voiced king at the 
intercession of the sweet Philippa? Were all to be overthrown by that 
gigantic image of iconoclasm sitting starched and cold on the cosiest 
side of my fire-place, gazed on, open-lipped, by the once all-believing, but 
now utterly incredulous, sceptic, sneering, proof-exacting little girl who 
despised Dora and began mathematics, amusing herself in her gayest mo- 
ments with a page or two of the statistics of crime or corn? I hated 
the man. He did not look like a person of eighteen hnndred and fifty- 
six, but a skeleton of some dreadful and extinct pre-Adamite animal. 
Vastity of jaw, breadth of countenance, boniness of structure—who could 
he be but the resuscitated body (and possibly mind too) of one of the 
antediluvian monsters on that melancholy island in the Crystal Palace 
garden—the iguanodon, or mastodon; or, more likely still, the mega- 
therium, of which, I believe, the narne means in English the great beast ? 
He was undoubtedly an English, or rather Scottish megatherium, and 
committed such devastations in the forests of history and romance, that,

“TI big yer par-r-don,” he began; and before the flop of his closing 
jaws it was clear that the pretty story of that Calais surrender was an 
invention of after days; for he pulled out—other people would have put 
a hand in their pocket for this purpose, and laid a volume on the table, 
but he merely opened a drawer in his inexhaustible memory, and pulled 
out—a work written by an eye-witness, in which from hour to hour the 
course of the siege is detailed, and no mention made of what, to a cirti- 
zen, would have been the most interesting part of the story—no sum- 
moning of the inhabitants—no procession with repes about their necks 
—no obduracy of Edward—no eloquence of the Queen. All these things, 
however, I give up. In fact I am ready to profess my unbelief in any- 
thing ; and when the object to be sacrificed is only an old-fashioned inci- 
dent in the midst of persons and manners with which we have nothing 
to do, the efort at incredulity is not very difficult. I am prepared tu 
take a sponge and pass it over all history, anecdote, tradition, and belief, 
previous to George the Third. But when a fellow, in mere reliance on 
his powers of denial, begins to interfere with my modern faith, and with 
one flop of his teeth annihilates the most recent records as if they were 
moth-eaten with the rottenness of the Crusades, the thing becomes seri- 
ous, Let Cleon, we ery, be a much-abused individual, and instead of the 
notorious demagogue we thought him, let him be a high-principled whig : 
let bloody Mary be beautified into the perfect ensample of a lofty-minded, 
tender-hearted woman, and the justice-loving queen : let Henry the Eighth 
be the most patient of martyrs, and the most immaculate character of 
recent times; let Jeffreys himself be the impersonation of equity and of 
the righteous firmness which gives the sword of justice all its value; but 
spare us the dome of St. Paul's! the roof of Westminster Abbey! Alter 
as much as you like, but don’t obliterate altogether! Make Shakespeare 
out an illiterate ass if you please, but don’t deny that such a man really 
lived. Tell us the Pyramids are round, but don’t destroy them utterly ! 
Yet that is what the inexorable M‘Ritchie has done ; not with regard to 
Shakespeare and Jeffreys, or the Pyramids; but about several things 
much more valuable to me than the English Justice or the Egyptian 
Cheops. 

For instance ;—One night I said, but almost in a whisper ([ am so 
subdued I seldom speak above my breath), that politics (it is thought 
quite a novel expresssion) were as irresistible as the vortex of the Maél- 
strom ;—and when I looked at the face of our guest (he had swallowed 
his ninth cup of tea, and walked into a heaped-up plate of muffins till 
not a single one was left), 1 sincerely wished I was at that moment 
Whirling round and round in the outer circles, gradually drawing nearer 
and nearer to the central pool, in company with a few howling bears 
and distracted boats performing the same dreadful revolution; for, the 
mouth was opened, and from it proceeded the word of fate: 
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“T big yer par-r-don, there’s no such thing as the Maélstrom.” 

Come, come, I thought, this fellow will deny the existerce of my 
mother-in-law next. Ill stand it no longer; wherefore I said, “ Mr. 
M‘Ritchie, I think you go a little too far. The Maélstrom is in every 
geography-book, and every school-boy-——” 

“I big yer par-r-don, Every school-boy isa perfitidyitt who believes 
in any such thing.” 

And he condescended to proof. From the same repertory where he 
kept his authorities about Calais, he brought forward a certain official 
report, presented to the King of Denmark by a commission of scientific 
and naval men, who had been sent to verify the size and danger of the 
greatest whirlpool in the world. It was dated two or three years ago. 
It was very clear, very conclusive; and signed with all their names. 
They had searched night and day in the quarter where the awful Maél- 
strom was supposed to be. Over and over, backward and forward, 
sailed the vessel of inquiry. There was no recoil, no eddy, no roar; 
there was nothing but smooth water, and a gradual tide. The philoso- 
phers examined divers of the fishermen and skippers; all of them had 
heard of the Maélstrom, and believed in it, and prayed against it; but 
none ¢. them had ever seen it. All the coast was traversed, from the 
mou‘. of the Baltic to the north of Norway.

And the navigator may guide his bark in peace; the swimming bears 
muy dread no suction; the inadvertent whale may spout through its 
nose in safety ; the stately ship may fear no irresistible twist and twirl, 
and may lazily float with fair wind and tide across the dreaded spot. It 
is for ever extinguished, abolished, and done out of existence by act of 
the Danish parliament. Thejubilant lips closed with a bang, and all my 
simile was overthrown! 

But, the next effort of this exterminator of acknowledged truths, 
was more interesting even than his expungement of the northern Sy!la 
and Charybdis; I commend the consideration of it to the erudite inquir- 
ers of the Notes and Queries. Ile was damming up for ever the sources 
of the Nile, when I touk courage to make a remark about the explorers 
of Africa, and I named my favorite traveller Le Vaillant. In a moment 
the dreadful doom was passed. “I big yer par-r-don ; Le Vaillant never 
wrote the book!” What! were the plains of Caffraria to be robbed of 
the picturesque accompaniments of wagons and bullocks, and the groups 
of attached natives; and the pleasantries of Kees the monkey; and the 
beautiful tenderness of the desert flower—the fair Narina—the connect- 
ing link between the graceful savagery of a naturally gentle nature, and 
the culture and elegance of European maidenhood? All, all my pretty 
ones, at one fell swoop? But so it was; and here was his story:— 

A gentleman, whose name he gave, and whose character for truthful- 
ness and honor would guarantee whatever he said as having occurred to 
himself, was engaged in a great commercial speculation in Paris shortly 
after the peace of eighteen hundred and fifteen. This business brought 
him often into contact with the members of the French government at 
the time, and with many of the men of science and literature. Among 
these, the person with whom he became most intimate was the celebrated 
John Anthony Chaptal, the great natural-historian, chemist, and states- 
man, Like our own Sir Humphry Davy, this man was only not the first 
poet of his country, because he chose to be her first utilitarian philoso- 
pher. He lived, in fact, in two worlds: one consisting of the most plain 
matters of fact, and the other ideal and imaginative,—an Atlantis or 
Utopia, which he peopled with kings and personages of his own crea- 
tion. One day, when the friends were communicative and confidential, 
the vanity of literature overthrew the barriers by whicli the statesman, 
peer of France, and former minister for trade and manufacture, had en- 
trenched his dignity, and he said, “* With this hand I wrote Le Vaillant’s 
travels; I invented all his adventures, In some portions of the story 
I was assisted by a friend; but, in fact and substance, I am Le Vaillant, 
the slaughterer of the giratfe, and lover of Narina.” The story of the 
modern Frankerstein was antedated in the person of M. Chaptal. The 
monster he created, overwhelmed him. Le Vaillant became a real ex- 
istence, and the veritable Simon Pure sank rapidly into oblivion. Many 
mistakes he confessed to. He acknowledged the impossibility of the 
existence of Narina. He was ludicrously inexact in his description of 
the motions of the cameleopard. All succeeding travellers had tried in 
vain to find evidence of his career; but with the sole exception of one 
who discovered an old woman who said she remembered hiin living in 
her krai, there was no trace of his ever having been-in Africa. Lich- 
tenstein, a German explorer, began to smell a rat in eighteen hundred 
and nine, and has the following remarkable passage: ‘“* When Le Vail- 
lant asserts that he has seen the giraffe trot, he spares me any further 
tronble in proving that this animal never presented itself alive before 
him.” 

Then, who does not remember the ferocious colonies of the Hons- 
wanas: their courage, their size, and the influence they exercised over 
all the surrounding tribes? Who were these tremendous warriors, these 
assegayed Romans, founding a long-endaring dominion by self-control 
and stoic perseverance ? They were our friends of the Egyptian Hall, 
London, the base Bosjesmen or Bushmen—the lowest type of humaa 
nature—but recommended to Chaptal by the vague uncertainty of the 
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name which was current among the Dutch colonists of the Cape, the 
wild heroes of the forest, the Men of the Bush. Who, then, was Le 
Vaillant? He is mentioned in the Biographie Universelle, * was born 
in seventeen hundred and fifty-three, and died in eighteen hundred and 
twenty-four; a quiet, retired, unsocial man, devoting his whole time to 
the preparation of his travels and the publication of his essays on the 
Natural History of Birds.” The whole of this biography is taken from 
the prefaces and introductions to the various editions of the travels. 
Nobody ever saw him. The ingenuity with which a local habitation 
and a name are given to this purely imaginary individual is worthy of 
De Foe or Gulliver. He is born, not in any town or district of France 
where a baptismal register might be appealed to,but at Paramaribo in Dutch 
Guyana; there he devotes himself to study and the exploration of wood 
and fell. Inseventeen hundred and sixty-three he comes with his parents 
to France, but not to Paris, or any traceable position, but to the wild 
parts of Lorraine and the Vusges. Here he shuns society, and gives 
himself up entirely to the chace. THe comes by chance to the capital in 
seventeen hundred and seventy-seven, and sees the royal cabinet of nat- 
ural history; and the fire, long dormant, breaks forth. He will travel 
into the native land of those strange and captivating animals, and see them 
in their natural freedom; and at a time when England and France are 
at war, when no record of his voyage could be possible in the log-books 
of either country, he embarks in a Dutch vessel at the Texel, and reaches 
the Cape in safety; but, the ship which brought him is sunk, burnt, or 
otherwise destroyed by an English fleet; and alone out of all the crew— 
sole visitor—with no one to prove his identity or deny his statements, 
behold La Vaillant, penniless, shirtless, bookless, at full liberty to invent 
as many adventures as he likes. There is no one to say him nay. He is 
the Robinson Crusoe of the desert, and finds his man Friday in Claas, his 
tame goat in Kees, and transcends all the imaginings of the mariner of 
York in the creation of the matchless Narina. Looking at the book with 
this light thrown upon it, it is an admirable natural history romance. 
He comes home, but still his impersonation is sustained. He lives—the 
world forgetting, by the world forgot—at La Noue, near Sezanne. Is 
there a tomb there to his memory? Did he leave a will? Is he in no 
old list of citizens? Two and thirty years are not so long a time as to 
have expunged the memory of so distinguished an author. Many must 
be alive who knew him, who spoke to him about his books. People of 
sixty were eight-and-twenty when he died. Did Thiers know him? or 
Guizot? or Michelet? or Lamartine? ‘Deed, no,” concludes Mr. 
M‘Ritchie; “and the reason’s very plain, the man never existed, body 
or soul; and was naething but the idolon or external image o’ Maister 
Chapta).” Whereupon the lips closed with a clash, and Le Vaillant 
disappeared for ever from the rolls of human kind. 








Piterary Intelligence. 


The Boston Traveller and Atlas, have taken offence at the observations of 
a correspondent in the last number of the Crrcuzar, upon a Letter from Syria, 
which recently appeared in the first-mentioned paper. As the communica- 
tion pretended to give specific facts controverting the statements of the 
Traveller's correspondent, it might have been as well {o have answered them. 
In other respects we beg to assure those journals that the objectionable ex- 
pression —— by our correspondent was not understood by us to apply 
generally, but had special application to the particular statements called in 
question, and, only because the communication contained facts, did it obtain 
insertion in our columns, which we should much regret to make the medium 
of any discourtesy. 


Tue Astor Lisrary.—The Trustees report that they have increased the 
capacity of the Library, by giving additional space for about 7,000 volumes. 
The alteration has cost $3,740 31. The dimensions of the present building, 
65 feet by 120, will speedily be doubled by the completion of the additional 
edifice on the adjacent land 80 feet by 120, the magnificent gift of Mr. Wil- 
liam B. Astor, for which he paid $30,476. The cost of the edifice, indepen- 
dent of this sum, will be little short of $100,000. 

During the year, 3,143 volumes have been added to the Library by pur- 
chase or donation. The amount expended in purchase has been $8,464 35, 
which, added to the sum of $120,352 41 reported for previous years, makes a 
total of $128,794 31. 

Valuable collections of public documents, historical, statistical and scien- 
tific, have also been received during the year from the States of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island, under special resolutions of their respective Legisla- 
tures. During 1855, the British Commissioners of Patents, under author- 
ity granted by their Government, presented to the Library complete 
sets of their costly and valuable publications up to that period. The immense 
extent of the work may be estimated by the fact that it contains all patents, 
with specifications and drawings, that have been issued by the British Gov- 
ernment from 1611 to thistime. A striking fact is stated, that during the 
17th century, from 1611 to 1701, but 367 patents were issued; from 1701 to 
1801, only 2,096; but in the first 52 years of the present century 11,793 
patents were issued ; and from 1852 to 1856, no less than 9,978 have been 

nted; most jnstructively exhibiting the immense amount of intellectual 
activity in the present age devoted to material objects. 





The Trustees do not hesitate to express their profound conviction of the 
moral and pecuniary value of this notable tribute to mechanical art and sei- 
ence, entitling the British Government and its enlightened Commissioners to 
the lasting respect and gratitude of the civilized world. 

The Trustees report that the Catalogue of the Library is now finished, 
except a small portion of history. It embraces fourteen leading departments, 
for each of which a classified catalogue has been prepared, and fills thirty- 
two manuscript volumes. 

The receipts during the year have been $16,866. Expenses $16,830 27. 
Leaving $35 73 in the Treasurer's hands. —WNew York Tribune. 


InterNaTIoNAL Ccpyricut.—The question of literary copyright—sleeping 
in England, where we have said everything and done everything towards a 
settlement consistent with our dignity—is stirring the American mind. A 
meeting of New York publishers has been held on the subjtct,—at which the 
discussion was warm and curious. Mr. Lowell Mason appears to have been 
the chief speaker, and his voice was strongly fora copyright law between 
England and America. Mr. Putnam referred to Mr. Goodrich’s ‘ Recollec- 
tions of a Lifetime,’ for some statistics relating to American literature. He 
found it stated that in 1820 the original works published in the United States 
composed only 30 per cent of the entire number, and that in 1856 the re- 
prints were only 20 per cent.,—80 per cent. being original American works, 
Such a fact has an important bearing on the American conscience. But 
the fact of facts was stated by Mr. Mason, and with becoming emphasis :— 
“ About two-thirds as many American books are now republished in England 
as there are American reprints of English books, while the proportion has of 
late years been very rapidly changing in favor of American. Hence it is 
matter of no small consequence to American writers to secure returns from 
this foreign market. In view of the facts just stated, it has been predicted, 
not without reason, that if America is not willing now to agree upon an In- 
ternational Copyright Law, the time may soon come when England will refuse 
to make one.” We dare not dwell on the fine moral of this suggestion. We 
leave the hint to produce its peculiar effect. Our brethren across the Atlan- 
tic refused us their co-operation when we asked it years ago. We refuse to 
urge them any more. Though we long most earnestly to see every question 
between the two countries—political and literary—settled in a friendly way, 
are willing to see the proposal fur accommodation come to us from the younger 
branch of our family. We have done our part,—and we are content to wait. 
— Atheneum. 

ITispleasant to observe that the Atheneum commences its new year with 
undiminished spirit. |The same cordial tone towards our unhappy country 
continues to characterize it and evidences of more than Bunsbian wisdom 
appear throughout its pages. It is fortunate for the “ American conscience” 
that such a heavy weight as the Atheneum does not rest on it. 


In every man’s cup of life, surgit amari aliquid. Bulwer’s bitter drop 
seems to be his wife. Thirty years ago, when Miss Rosina Wheeler (an Irish 
lady) married the author of Pelham, then only a “rising young man,” she 
was one of the handsomest young women in London, with considerable 
accomplishments and some talent, to boot. Incompatibility of temper (hers 
was soured, it is said, by curt treatment from her aristocratic mother-in law) 
caused a separation, after a few years, and the ill-assorted pair have not met 
for nearly twenty years. The husband pursued his literary course, which 
has been a very brilliant one. The wife, who had previously shown some 
ability in a story called The Supper of Sallust in Fraser’s Magazine, also threw 
her mind into authorship, and came before the world, in 1839, with a novel 
called Cheveley ; or, the Man of Honor, the great aim of which was to satirize 
her mother-in-law, her husband, and her brother-in-law, Sir Henry Bulwer. 
In twelve months more out came her Budget of the Bubble Family—also in 
ridicule of her husband and his immediate relatives. A third novel, of the 
same class, was Behind the Scenes. She has written four other works of fic- 
tion, in which her husband is nof alluded to. There is a new novel from her 
pen announced, to be called Very Successful! in which, rumor reports, Sir 
Edward is to get “ particular fits.” It will be illustrated with engravings, 
earicaturing her husband. Lady Bulwer Lytton has a very handsome in- 
come, secured to her by the deed of separation. When Sir Edward succeeded 
to his mother’s estate at Knebworth, worth some £15,000 per annum, he very 
liberally, and wholly without solicitation on her part, trebled the allowance 
which she had previously received from him. Lady Bulwer Lytton aT 
resides at Florence, with Mrs. Trollope as her companion, house-mate, friend, 
and (it is added) anti-husband counsellor. Her ladyship’s personal attrac- 
tions, once so very considerable, have disappeared—absorbed in unromantie 
obesity-—and she has now turned ‘‘the sharp corner” of her fiftieth year.— 
N. ¥. Times. 


Harriet Martineau, now in her 55th year, and the most voluminous of 
female authors, continues to reside on her little farm at Ambleside, near the 
haunts which the poetry of Wordsworth has made memorable, but in such a 
state of bodily ill-health that her death may be expected at any moment. 
She has just published a Christmas book illustrated by William Banks, called 
Sketches from Life. It consists of original tales. One of these (Father d’Es- 
télan) is given as founded on a historical fact nearly 200 years old. Of the 
remaining stories she says, “ the rest have all fallen within my own cogni- 
zance in regard to their leading incidents, though I have taken liberties in the 
mode of their presentment, for various reasons, and especially for the purpose 
of disguise, in consideration of the feelings of persons who might otherwise 
detect the originals of my portraits.”—Jdem. 


Eveexe Sur, now residing at the Hague, is said to be on the eve of his 
first visit to London. M. Guizot’s article on the late Sir Robert Peel, in the 
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Revue des Deux Mondes, has attracted more attention in London than in Paris. 
It is acompound of biography, polities and criticism, with a strong infusion 
of personal reminiscences. One curious part of it is an episode containing 
Guizot’s own account of the Spanish marriages, which precipitated the Revo- 
lution of 1848. One newitem of information about Peel has a look of pro- 
bability. It is that, in 1809, when Peel entered Parliament, aged 21, his 
father (a very staunch Tory) waited on the then Premier and said “ My son 
js a young man of great ability. His tendencies are Whiggish. To make 
them Tory, you must employ him, and he will serve you well.” The advice 
was taken, but after twenty years of Toryism, Peel emancipated the Catho- 
lies. Lord Mahon and Mr, Cardwell, it may here be stated, have almost 
through the press Sir R. Peel's autobiographic account of how he came to 
repeal the Corn Laws in 1846. His previous history of Catholic Emancipa- 
tion was singularly devoid of personal or political interest.—Jdem. 


Beranxcer, who is now in his seventy-seventh year, has just completed the 
continuation and revisal of his Autobiography. it is to be published within 
a year after his death, in one volume, each page being full and solid as to 
composition, so that the whole work, including a hundred songs never before 
printed, may be sold for five franes. If printed in the usual Paris fashion, 
with a rivulet of type meandering through a meadow of margin, it would 
probably extend to a dozen volumes, The old poet desires to be read by the 
million.—Jdem. 


Hon. Henry Stanley, who has been sojourning in the East of Europe, has 
published a volume of metrical translations of the most popular national bal- 
feds of Wallachia and Moldavia. Some of these are very ancient. Few have 
previously been tran-lated. Most of them have the warm love for home and 
father-land. The originals are in the Rouman language—which the Walla- 
chians claim to be one of the six streams through which pure Latin, the 
tongue of the great Roman people, has come down to this time. The other 
five are the Provencal and the French, the Spanish, the Portuguese, and the 
Italian. The Greek language has only one descendant—the degenerate and 
enfeebled Romaic. There is little doubt that the Wallachians received the 
Latin through the Roman province of Dacia. Thence, also, Hungary, Tran- 
sylvania and Bessarabia came to possess it.—Zdem. 

Ferdinand Freiligrath’s translation of Prof. Longfellow’s “ Iliawatha” into 
German has appeared, and is highly praised. 


A correspondent of the Atheneum has assailed Alexander Smith, and 
charged him, quoting instances, with wholesale plagiarisms of Tennyson, 
Keats and others. Mr. Smith finds many defenders, and the columns of the 
Atheneum contain communications pro and con. 


Two Copartnership notices in our columns announce changes in publish- 
ing firms. Miller, Orton & Mulligan, of Auburn and New York, have become 
Miller, Orton & Co., the business in New York being as heretofore under the 
charge of Mr. William Orton, and D. A. Wells, late of the firm of Geo. P. 
Putnam & Co., has retired in order to devote more time to scientific and 
literary labors. 


Amongst the new works published in Leipsie (by Liebeskind), we find 
“the third and complete edition of an English and German and German and 
English Dictionary, compilel by Dr. Fliigel, with the assistance of Dr. 
Meissner ;” the last-named gentleman undertakes the German and English 
part. <A really good German and English dictionary has long been a desi- 
deratum in Germany, where our language is now almost universally studied. 
Flugel’s old dictionary, which has been hitherto considered a first-rate work, 
and is really the best to be found, is yet lamentably deficient in new and 
useful words, whilst at the same time abounding in extraordinary expressions 
and obsolete phrases scarcely recognisable by an Englishman of the nine- 
teenth century as forming a part of hislanguage. This new edition promises 
to supply all deficiencies, and is recommended by the German philological 
crities as the best dictionary of the two languages which has yet been pub- 
lished. It is said to contain forty thousand more words than in the first edi- 
tion, in all one hundred and thirty-five thousand words, whilst Webster gives 
only eighty-five thousand. Germans may boast of this amplitude as a proof 
of the thoroughness of Fliigel’s knowledge of our language, but we should like 
to have seen the old dictionary well weeded before countenancing any new 
editions. We have seldom turned over its pages without wondering from 
what obsolete source the compiler has drawn his store of curious terms, and 
astonished at our profound ignorance of our native tongue, at least as it is 
presented to his countrymen by Dr. Filiigel. 


A work, entitled “Communications from Departed Spirits, through the 
medium of Maria Kahlhammer and Crescens Wolff,” has just been condemned 
(literally cursed) and forbidden at Munich, by the heads of the Roman Catho- 
lie Church. All persons, no matter what their rank or condition in life may 
be, are prohibited from lending, borrowing, reading, or retaining in their 

ossession this work, under pain of excommunication, and any one who may 
= a copy is ordered to hand it over at once to the care-taker of his soul. 
If this won’t sell the book, nothing will. 


Monsieur Revilliod is about_to edit and publish a complete collection of 
the works of the celebrated Prior of St. Victor. The greatest part of the 
MSS. is to be found in the library of the Museum of Geneva, which is rich 
in curious old archives and MSS. connected with the early reformers. Mon- 
sieur Revilliod is already known to the literary world as the editor of the 
“ Actes et Gestes” of Froment. 


M. Decaisne, of Paris, has brought out the first part of an important work 
on the Fruit Trees of the Jardin des Plantes in that city. 
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An interesting work has just been published in Stuttgard, entitled “‘ Aus 
dem Lebeu einer Kunstlerin” (Out of the Life of an Artiste). It is, in fact, a 
collection of the reminiscences of Agnes Schebest, whose Romeo thirty years 
ago made as great a sensation as Madame Schreeder-Devrient did later in the 
same character. Agnes Schebest was married to the celebrated theologian 
Strauss, author of the “ Life of Jesus,” but was soon separated from him, and 
has for many years been living alone in retirement in Stuttgard. 


We are informed that an eminent Roman Catholie divine is preparing a 
biography of the late Cardinal Mezzofanti, in which he will endeavor to prove 
that the number of languages more or less known to that unrivalled scholar 
considerably exceeded one hundred. 


At Venice there is a gigantic lion, called the Lion of the Pirmus, because 
it once ornamented that port, and on the lion is an inscription in the Runie 
language, which was undoubtedly engraved by some Scandinavian barbarian 
who was in the service of one of the Greek emperors. A Danish savant has 
just deciphered the inscription, which has heretofore been but imperfectly 
understood; and, according to his interpretation, it says that a Norman 
chief, one Uarold Sigardson by name, in the service of the Emperor of Con- 
stantinople, assisted about the year 1040 in the capture of the Pireus, and in 
levying a war contribution on the Athenians as a punishment for having re- 
volted. 

Some enthusiastic antiquarians in Hungary have) employed Ivan Paur, 
the archeologist, and Herr Varsanyi, an engineer, to make researchs on the 
site of the ancient Roman city, Aquineum, lying in the valley of the Arpad, 
between Alt Ofen and Krotendorf. The discoveries up to the present time 
consist in a hall, fragments of statues, seventy columns, some water-pipes for 
supplying a warm bath, mosaic tiles, a house altar, a stone sarcophagus with 
inscriptions, a silver buckle weighing three ounces, besides keys and other 
small articles, The investigations are still in progress. 


Amongst the Christmas and New Year books which have been brought 
out this season in Germany, is an excellent translation of the first volume of 
“‘ Lewes’s Lile of Goethe.” The critics praise most highly Mr. Lewes’s con- 
ception of Goethe’s character, and the general treatment of his subject, and 
are unanimous in their judgment that no biographer of the great German poet 
has more thoroughly understood the character or motives of Goethe, or en- 
tered with a truer spirit into his philosophic and critical writings. Lewes, 
they say, has evidently spared no pains to verify the facts he gives, and has 
so skilfully handled his subject, that it possesses more the charm of a romance 
than a mere prosaic biography. The intense admiration of the writer for 
Goethe seems to border on idolatry; but this suits the Germans, who truly 
worship their great poet. The translation is by Dr. Julius Frese. 


A very interesting work by Anton Springer has within the last few days 
been published in Leipsic ; it is entitled, “Paris in the Tenth Century,” and 
contains a plan of the eity surrounded with its walls and defended by three 
towers. Herr Springer describes the French capital as it then was, divided 
into three parts, the Cité, situated on the island, the “ University quarter” 
on the left bank of the Seine, and the “ Ville” on the right shore, each hemmed 
in by walls. The author vividly paints the manners and customs of the in- 
habitants, the cries of the shopkeepers and merchants in the streets, the every- 
day life, and the festivals and holidays. The arrangements of their internal 
economy, and the parts relating to their dress, furniture, and cooking uten- 
sils, &e., are full of interest. According to Herr Springer, Paris in the tenth 
century contained a population considerably exceeding two hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants. 

Two important additions to German legendary literature have just been 
made in the publication of ‘The Swiss Proverbs of the Canton Argaud,” and 
of “ German Popular Tales from the Saxon Countries of Siebenburgern.” The 
brothers Grimm, the Nestors among German authors, were the first who gave 
an impulse to this kind of study, and their example has been actively follow- 
edin late years. There seems, however, still such a mine of treasure unem- 
ployed, that it will be long before the source is exhausted. The first named 
of the above works is from the pen of Ernest Ludwig Rockholz, and contains, 
besides a well-digested and highly-instructive introduction, two hundred and 
thirty-three original papers on holy wells and sacred trees, caves of treasure 
and the tales of dwarfs. Amongst these there is much that is quite new, 
much that is given in a different form and with a different coloring from 
what is to be found elsewhere, but also much that is almost literally and word 
for word identical with the legends of the north of Germany, Pomerania, 
East Prussia, Holstein, and Schleswig. The second book, by Haltrick, also 
deserves high praise ; it contains seventy eight tales, divided under the heads 
of mythical and humorous legends, children’s stories, and fables of animals. 
There is only one piece in the real Saxon dialect.

ical Biography, by the Rev. Peter Lorimer; Broughton’s Sermons on the 
Church of England; Balmez’s Fundamental Philosophy, translated by H. F.

Snetvon, Brakeman & Co. have got out the second volume, a large 8yo., 
of Olshausen’s Biblical Commentary. Of this important work, the following 
prefatory observations by the American editor will give a very clear idea. 
Hesays: “The general character and merits of Olshausen’s Commentary on 
the New Testament are too well known both abroad and at home to need 
being set forth in detail. In its combination of exact philological learning, 
caretul tracing of the logical connexion and full unfolding of the thought, and 
hearty sympathy with the spirit of the sacred writings, it stands almost alone, 
having nothing fully corresponding to it in our own or any language. This 
union of rare and high excellences makes it almost equally valuable to the 
scholar, and the unlearned but intelligent student of the Scriptures. The 
latter finds the richest veins of thought opened, and Scripture truth unfolded 
in its depth and spirituality ; while the former finds the leading critical and 
philological points discussed, briefly iudeed, but with a judgment and aceu- 
racy which furnish the best guarantee for the soundness of the rich doctrinal 
and practical teachings that are based upon them, A striking feature and 
excellence of the Commentary, is its clear and constant recognition of the 
organic unity of the entire Scriptures, and hence its constant illustration of 
the New Testament from the Old. Beyond, perhaps, the majority of com- 
mentators, Olshausen has traced the gradual unfolding of the divine revela- 
tion through its successive stages. He sees the New Testament rooted in the 
Old, the Old reaching its consummation in the New; and he is eminently 
felicitous in employing the beautiful and blended lights which the two grand 
divisions of the sacred volume reciprocally cast upon each other. 

“ His Commentary, in its English dress, has been for some years before the 
public, as part of the valuable series of woiks comprised in Clark’s Foreign 
and Theologicai Library. It has been received with general and steadily- 
growing favor. ‘The present publishers, therefore, deemed that they might 
subserve the interests both of sacred learning and practical piety in making 
it, by an American edition, more accessible to the American public: and this 
the more, as the enterprise would enable them to add materially to the value 
ofthe English work. It was with great diffidence that the editor undertook 
the supervision of the work; and he would have shrunk from it altogether 
had he foreseen the amount of labor which its execution would involve.” 

This edition is based upon the fourth German edition, which was edited 
by Dr. Ebrard, the pupil, friend, and successor of Olshausen in the Theologi- 
eal chair at Erlangen, and is much improved by the correction of errors, re- 
trenching superfluities, striking out objectionable passages, and the addition 
of much valuable matter. Apart from these modifications, the translation 
itself has been subjected to a careful revision by a close and constant com- 
parison with the original ; translations of the Greek quotations have been in- 
troduced, and occasional explanatory and dissenting notes have been added. 

S. B. & Co. also publish in one neat 12mo. volume, the collected Songs and 
Ballads of Sidney Dyer, well known as a writer of popular pieces of verse.

The object and general features of “ The Psalms of Life” may be learned from tle Preface. The greater part of which we subjoin. 


Among the many collections designated as “ Hymn” and “ Music Books ” already published, this new compilation certainly possesses the characteristic 
of originality, inasmuch as its Editor has entered a new field, and gathered material never before used for a like purpose. 

Similar works are, for the most part, mere repositories of the thoughts and feelings of the Past, while the mind continually yearns for the Inspirations of 
the Present. The Psalms and Hymns they bring to us were written for a previous generation, for a people subject in their daily life to other surroundings, 
and actuated by motives differing in many essential particulars from those that govern us. Hence, they were adopted by them as the representatives of 
their spiritual faith and aspirations; but to suppose them to be adapted to every peuple and every occasion, is neither wise nor just. 

It is readily admitted that in some points the people of a hundred years ago were like ourselves :—their God is our God, though we may not view him 
from the same plane of thought; they had hopes to cherish, so have we ; sorrows that plead for comfortings, and we, also, have our times of sadness ; they 
had duties and loves, paternal and fraternal, and such have we. In these and other points they were one with us—children of one father, members of one 
great brotherhood. 

But in many things we differ. Subject to the great law of “ Progression” we have advanced, not only in our views of Art and Science, but also in our 
views of our relations to God and to each other. This supreme principle, related to worlds and atoms as soul to body, inevitably applies itself to our Relig- 
ious and National Lyrics. Yet compilers seemed to have overlooked this great truth, and have followed each other in the same path, editing and re-editing 
the self same “ Psalms and Hymns,”—changing the dishes, but presenting the same food. Selections have been confined tothe very limited range of what for 
the past two or three centuries has been denominated “Sacred Poetry,’ with but a slight, if any, recognition of productions of a more recent date. The 
result has been, a score or more of books, differing only in the arrangement of their contents, not in the contents themselves. 

The spirit of the past found its desires met in the poetry that flowed through the channels of its own thought. But new occasions give birth to new 
thoughts, and create new wants; and these wants must be met with responses as intimately connected with them as every effect with its cause. 

The Theology of the present differs from that of the past in so far as its views of God and of our relations to Him and to each other, and of our present 
and future existence, take a much broader scope, and grasp with the hands of a stronger and more rational faith the great fact of Immortality. For the peo- 
ple of this age we want the poetical fervor of our own times; we want the ideas by which our thoughts and feelings are inspired, and embodied in verse, so 
that our songs of praise, our words of cheer, and our devotional aspirations may be harmonious responses to the highest conceptions of the soul. 

And we have these. The poetry of to-day is replete with the esen and faiths of to-day. It is practical, and at the same time glowing with a spiritual 
beauty commensurate with the loftiest ideality of the mind. It has been called forth by the stirring events transpiring around us ;—it is the living inspira- 
tion of our age ; is adapted to a faith in a present revelation from the spirit-world, and is fully expressive of the high and glorious impulses of Divinity within 
us that move our thonghts to action in behalf of an absolute freedom of mind and body. 

The result of an effort to gather this poetry and present it in connection with an appropriate selection of music is found in this volume. In the pursuit of 
this object, we have not forgotten the past. Our ancestry had much in common with us, as we have already remarked, and we would not disown it. The 
Past comes to us, bearing as an offering to place upon the altar of the Present, the sweet and fervid devotional songs of our fathers. Gladly we accept them, 
an | love them for the beauties they enshrine. They are wreathed with a glowing immortality, and the generations of our own times and of the future will 
find hope, and strength, and comfortings in them. aes ; 

The selections of music will be recognized by all who have had experience in singing, to comprise tunes with which they have before met, and around 
which associations gather that have established them as favorites. In addition to these are several original compositions and new arrangements. The collec- 
tion of chants will be found unusually large; a feature that their rapidly increasing use will at once commend, and one which enables us to furnish a num- 
ber of poems not suited to common tunes, but which will be highly valued for the sentiments they represent. ;
